There are a great many sidewall registers being made now and they 
seem to be springing up a new one every few days, but for some reason 
the manufacturers of them fail to comprehend the necessity of getting 
the capacity. We do not know ofa one aside from your own that has 
the capacity of the round pipe to be used in the basement when it gets 
up as large as a 10-inch pipe, and they lack the capacity much more 
where a }2-inch pipe in the basement is to be used. 

With your register, a room below and a room above can be heated 
with one pipe and we are convinced that it is a better system than when 
installed in the old way with twice the number of basement pipes. 
Another feature is your deflector or valve. While itis not quite as easily 
operated as some, it has the qualification of being permanently set 
where placed and not affected by strong currents of air. jars, etc. 
Furthermore, it has a face or front of neat design and a solid one, nota 
hole in the wall through which toys can be thrown by a child as some 
have. The difference seems to be that your register was gotten up with 
a view to being practical as well as something to sell. That is one 
reason we like it. We are really surprised that some firms whose man- 
agers are practical in furnace work that are advertising sidewall regis- 
ter fronts, should overlook especially that feature of capacity. One of 
the main objects in a sidewall register of this kind is to get the capacity 
and if you only one-half accomplish this object, you only make it one- 
half good, in our opinion.

A RECENT article on Kansas City says: “For years 
past it has been the greatest railroad center in the 
country west of St. Louis. It is in direct rail com- 
munication with every point of importance in the 
United States. In the number, extent and variety of 
its activities it leads all the other cities of anywhere 
near its size in the country. Ranking twenty-second 
among the country’s cities in population in 1900, it 
stands tenth among them in the magnitude of its bank 
clearings, which amounted to $990,000,000 in 1902.” ° 











THE export trade of the United States is rapidly re- 
suming its normal conditions. February figures of the 
Bureau of Statistics show the largest exports of any 
February in the history of our commerce, and also 
show that the exports of the three months ending with 
February were larger than those of the corresponding 
period of any earlier year. On the important side, 
the figures also show a continuation of the growth 
which has characterized the last two years, and the 
figures of the eight months ending with February sug- 
gest that the imports of the United States in the fiscal 
year 1903 may exceed a billion dollars, while the ex- 
port figures seem likely to exceed one billion four hun- 
dred millions. 


Tue value of punctuation is strikingly shown by the 
extensive litigation over a contested election case now 
going on in New York City. The former charter of 
the New York City was as follows: “The board of 
aldermen shall be the judge of the election, returns 
and qualifications of its members.” In the new char- 
ter the “comma” was omitted between the words “elec- 
tion” and “returns” and the counsel for Alderman 
Chambers contends that in the absence of this “comma” 
the board has no power to judge of the election of its 
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This view 


members, but only of “election returns.” 
has been sustained by the Appelate Division of the Su- 


preme Court, and one latter court. It looks now as 
though the charter would have to be amended; said 
amendment consisting in the insertion of a “comma” 
in the right place. 


Dun’s Review says: “In a season of advancing 
prices there is always a tendency toward overproduc- 
tion and heavy investment in enlarged facilities, bring- 
ing losses and failures when the boom collapses. In 
this connection it may be mentioned that sudden 
changes of fashion or taste sometimés render large 
properties worthless. Two new causes of failures 
have appeared within the last few years, being the 
natural outgrowth of the tendency to consolidate. By 
large economies the big corporations are enabled to do 
business more cheaply than their smaller rivals, often 
to the financial distress of the latter. So also the 
tendency by manufacturers to sell direct to consumers 
has driven many middlemen out of business. Along 
the same lines the large department stores have crowd- 
ed out specialists in many trades that they are able 
to cover at cut rates, owing to the enormous volume of 
sales or to the opportunity given to advertise other 
lines of goods. On the other hand, overcapitalization 
of these big combinations brings them to grief when a 
bad season makes it impossible to pay interest on the 
excessive bonded indebtedness. Moreover, when they 
attempt to hold prices at an unreasonable point there 
is a reduction in consumption entailing heavy loss. ‘ 
These elements are almost too new to be discussed in 
the light of experience, but they have become a factor 
of economic importance and will call for attention in 
the future study of failures.” 





THE steady gain of the United States in supplying 
the foreign merchandise required by Mexico is the 
subject of special comment by an official of the Brit- 
ish legation at the City of Mexico in a report made 
to the British Foreign Office on Mexican trade in 
1901. “The United States of America,” he says, “are 
yearly increasing the proportion of their trade in this 
country. The value of the imports (from the United 
States) in 1901 amounted to £6,941,929, as against 
£6,767,042 in 1900, or an increase from 51% per 
cent to 5534 per cent of the total import trade. The 
United Kingdom and her colonies together supplied 
Mexico with merchandise to the value of £1,909,167 
during I90I, as against £2,217,1I1I in 1900, repre- 
senting about I5 I-3 per cent of the import trade. 
France supplied merchandise to the value of £1,383,- 
869 in 1900, while in 1901 the value was but £1,231,- 
762, its proportion in 1900 being 10% per cent, but 
now is scarcely 934 per cent. Germany’s share of the 
trade of Mexico in 1901 was a trifle over 10 1-3 per 
cent, as against 11% per cent in 1900. The trade 
with Spain continues about the same as in past years, 
viz., 4% per cent in 1900 and 4% per cent in IgorI.” 
The report presents a table showing the percentage 
of the principal countries in the imports of Mexico 
from 1896 to 1901, and shows that the percentage sup- 
plied by imports from the United States has increased 
from 49 per cent in 1897 to 5534 per cent in Igor; 
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while that of the United Kingdom has fallen from 19 
per cent to 15 I-3 per cent; France, from 13 per cent 
to 934 per cent, and Germany has increased its share 
from 10 per cent to 103% per cent, while Spain has 
decreased from 5 per cent to 4 3-16 per cent. 


The Fire = HE formation of a number of mutual 
insurance fire insurance companies by hardware 
Trust. dealers in the various states is a direct 


sequence of the domineering tactics adopted by the old 
line companies. 

Conservative observers cannot fail to regard -the 
present policy of these companies in the matter of 
rates as shortsighted to the last degree. On not a few 
classes of property all over the country these rates are 
high alrhost to the point of prohibition; in almost all 
instances they are practically double what they were 
from one to three years ago; and, so far, no reason- 
able explanation for this pronounced advance has been 
offered by the companies. Criticism in both east and 
west is united in declaring their action indefensible. 
It is most likely true that for two or three years, owing 
chiefly to low premium rates and exceptionally heavy 
losses, the first insurance business was unprofitable. 
It will be recalled that there were failures due directly 
to these causes and that some companies voluntarily 
went out of business, their managers being discour- 
uged and seeing no prospect of improved conditions. 
The insuring public was prepared for an increase in 
rates. In February, 1900, for instance, expressions of 
surprise that fire insurance could be bought so low 
were not A reasonable advance would 
have been received without protest. The companies

before. The “powers that be” 
world have gone to the other extreme. 
this is with a desire to get back quickly what they 
were a long time in losing. But such a policy is so 
manifestly unfair and engenders so much bad feeling 
that it is little short of suicidal. 

The fact is the fire insurance business is controlled 
by the most perfect trust in the United States. The 
system established by the companies to prevent compe- 
tition in the matter of rates is working more perfectly 
than ever before, and fire insurance rates are higher. 

The organization among fire insurance companies 
is not a new thing. It has been more or less success- 
fully maintained all over the country for a number of 
years, but it never has been as perfect in its workings 
as now. About a year ago there was a general disor- 
yanization of rates in eastern territory. 

Some companies began to take business at lower 
than the agreed rates, and this speedily forced a gen- 
eral disorganization. Any agent could beat the com- 
bine rate without any trouble. The companies—that, 
many of them—suffered heavily last year by a 
Some of those most active 


is, 
series of disastrous fires. 
_in rate-cutting saw themselves confronted with losses 
which precluded dividends, and the result has been 
that every company of any standing at all has come 
into the combine, pledged and bound against any rate- 
cutting, that rates have been advanced from 25 per cent 
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to 100 per cent, and that the people who want insur- 
ance must either pay the rate or do without protection. 

In the west there is still a chance, in some instances, 
of beating the rate; but the chance is a slim one, and 
the agent would have to know all about his people be- 
fore he could write the policy, for neither he nor his 
company would dare to have the fact known. 

In speaking about the situation a New York fire 
insurance man says in a recent interview: 

“In New York City there is, as far as I know, no 
way at all of getting lower than the schedule rate. 
You might as well try to break the price of oil as fixed 
the Standard Oil Co. as to break this rate. The 
whole country is divided into districts, as every one 
understands. New York City is, of course, a district 
by itself. The rates in these districts are fixed, not by 
the companies, but by experts employed by all the com- 
panies. In New York City the survey is so complete 
that every building and every floor of every building 
has its rating, and any agent for any company can ob- 
tain it—not from his company, but from the board that 
makes the trust rate. When an agent writes a policy 
he does not send it direct to his company. If he did 
it would not be accepted. He must first send it to the 
headquarters of the combine, where the clerks examine 
it and see that it is up to the combine rate. If it is, the 
‘stamp clerk,’ as he is called, stamps it ‘O. K..,’ it is 
sent to the company, and the risk is accepted. 

“Every company doing business in New York City 
is now living strictly up to this agreement, and there 
is, for the first time in many years, I believe, no rate 
cutting. 

“Naturally, there is a great deal of complaint. I 
know of many instances where rates are twice as high 
as they were a year ago; but what is going to be done?

“Losses were very heavy last year, but there is no 
doubt that with ordinary losses this year, and rates at 
their present figure, profits will be enormous. I think 
the situation is wide open for some new, strongly 
backed company to enter the field and get a business 
at once of record-breaking proportions. The rates 
have not been raised for one particular city or locality, 
but on all kinds of property all over the country. On 
property in small unprotected towns and on farm prop- 
erty the present rates are practically prohibitive.” 

This frank statement of conditions in the field of 
old-line insurance should force home to every hard- 
ware dealer in Minnesota, Ohio, Indiana, lowa and 
Missouri the importance of lending a helping hand to 
the co-operative society in his own state. 

We need not mince matters. The board companies 
are a trust, and they will ask the consumer for all the 
traffic will bear. The co-operative company, composed 
of hardware dealers, does not bunch risks and its re- 
bate system gives its membership insurance at cost. 
Whatever the dealer’s prejudices he should take at 
least two long, hard thinks before turning down the 
insurance offered by his state hardware company in 
favor of trust insurance.

Nebraska 
held a mid-summer meeting in Lincoln, and at their conven- 
tion Feb. 25th, a few days ago. Their membership had in- 
creased to 206, a remarkable showing for an organization only 
eight months old. The credit clearly belongs to the efficient 
officers, assisted by an earnest, enthusiastic, willing working 
membership.

MINNESOTA MEETING. 

The secretary then referred to his visit to the meeting of 
the Minnesota state convention, which was one of the largest 
meetings in its history. 

Regarding the relations of the retail dealers with manu 
facturers he said: 


A BINDING CONTRACT. 


“During the year we have corresponded with many manu- 
facturers concerning their contracting and selling their prod- 
ucts through catalogue house channels, insisting that the prices 
quoted by such houses were the true test of their sincerity 
of desire to protect the retail dealers. Some of the manufac- 
turers are having their goods advertised at about cost in 
retaliation for attempted restrictions. The supreme courts 
have held that a contract in which the selling price is agreed 
upon is binding and can be enforced.” 

THE MANUAL. 


In closing he said: “The Manual proposition opened a 
correspondence with many manufacturers as to our aims and 
objects, and we believe a clearer understanding resulted and 
some good was achieved thereby. In our correspondence we 
have endeavored at all times to be fair in our requests, con- 
servative in our opinions and true to the best interests of our 
associated family. 

“We have tried to give each state equal consideration and 
assistance. So far we know there is harmony all along the 
line and a disposition to stand by the majority.” 

The treasurer’s report showed the finances of the associa- 
tion to be in a prosperous condition. 

A recess was then taken until 9:30 the next morning— 
Wednesday, 18th inst. 
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Before adjourning the president called the attention of 
the members to the banquet to be tendered in the evening. 

A banquet was held Tuesday evening. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION. 

The association was called to order at 10 a. m. 
ommendations contained in the president’s report were again 
taken up for consideration. The recommendation that state 
associations discontinue the issuing of a manual was dis- 
cussed at length.

RESULTS COUNT. 

We must convince retail dealers that we in our associa- 
tion are accomplishing something for their benefit to secure 
from them their hearty co-operation in our work. 

The ordinary retail hardware man has but little time, or 
thinks he has, to devote to any organization, unless he can see 
large returns for himself. 

GREATER EDUCATIONAL FORCE. 

We need a greater educational force brought to bear upon 
this man. We should keep an article continually in the trade 
papers treating on some important subject in connection with 
work we are doing, and with carefully prepared articles in 
our National Bulletin we can lead these skeptics from dark- 
ness into light and thereby gain a much larger membership. 
If we can show these men of little faith that they can make 
more money by joining our association than by staying out 
they will most certainly join. 

SYSTEMATIC CANVASSING 

First perfect and enlarge each state organization by syste- 
matic canvassing non-members of each state, and the larger 
representation we have in each state the better work we can 
hope to do in the National. The National must show some 
specific work accomplished to be strong and effective with the 
individual. The individual dealer is the foundation of the 
state and the state the foundation of the national association. 

AN APPEAL FOR BETTER ORGANIZATION. 

If we expect to succeed we must improve our organiza-

THE HARDWARE DEALER. 

As a man is a modest, unassuming, honest business men, 
respected in the community in which he lives, fair and just in 
his dealings, and deserves a better fate than to be strangled out 
of his business existence by the heel of monopoly. With the 
help of these associations, may the light of prosperity ever 
shine across the pathway of the representative American 
hardware dealer. 

Mr. Tomlinson, chairman of the committee on constitu- 
tion and by-laws, recommended the following change in the 
constitution : 

That Art. II, Sec. 3, read as follows: “Membership of

A HIGH SPEED WASHER. 





One of the main features of the White Lily washer, 
manufactured by the White Lily Washer Co., Daven- 
port, Ia., is its high speed as it takes 2% turns of the 
tly-wheel to make a turn and return of the dasher. The 
movement is a tilting rack working over and under a 
pinion on the fly-wheel shaft, and thus causing a seg- 
mental rack to work longitudinally on a pinion con- 
nected with the dasher pole. This firm also uses a 
large fly-wheel, being 22 inches in diameter, and con- 
siderably heavier than the average fly-wheel, and by 
a new process they are enabled to cast a direct spoke, 
thus bringing the weight to the outside of the wheel. 
The tub is made from Mississippi and Louisiana red 
cypress, a timber that is less susceptible to expansion 
and contraction-caused by hot and cold water than any 
other timber known, it is claimed. The hinges are bolt-

a high grade mahogany coach varnish over a first-class 
stain on the wood parts, the iron work being finished in 
aluminum bronze and black enamel and the fly-wheel 
a bright red.

THE INDOOR RIFLE CHAMPIONSHIP OF THE

The star event among the indoor rifle competitions 
in the United States is the one for the indoor cham- 
pionship. This contest has been shot annually for the 
past seven years, beginning in 1897. The conditions 
call for 100 shots in series of 5 to a target, the dis- 
tance being 75 feet, off-hand position. This competi- 
tion brings together many of the best target rifle ex- 
perts. 

The competition was held this year in the famous 
Zettler gallery, New York, and was won for the third 
time by Louis P. Ittel, of Allegheny, Pa., with a Stev- 
ens’ rifle, manufactured by the J. Stevens’ Arms & 
Tool Co., Chicopee Falls, Mass. The well-known 
Stevens rifle is a favorite arm especially with expert 
It is worthy of note that in 1897, 1898, 
1899 and 1900 the championship was ‘won with a 
Stevens rifle, and in 1901, 1902 and 1903 a Stevens 
rifle with a Stevens-Pope barrel, thus giving to the 
Stevens rifle a clean record of winning seven consecu 
tive years. Mr. Ittel in shooting his championship

THE HORIGAN WATER WORKS. 





The Horigan Supply Co., St. Joseph, Mo., are man- 
ufacturers of a system of water works for use in priv- 
ate residences, school houses, court houses, jails, ete.

The system consists of pumping the water from 
well or cistern into a steel tank usually placed in the 
basement, against the air, which, being compressed, 
creates a pressure strong enough to force the water 
to any part of the house. The tank is supplied with 
a hand hole or cleanout, which enables the owner to 
remove the dirt and sediment which necessarily ac- 
cumulates without digging up the tank and discon- 
necting the entire system. The convenience of this 
arrangement, in connection with a stop cock on the 
supply pipe, by which the tank and entire system can 
easily be drained, will be readily appreciated. In the 
kitchen usually, or a more convenient place if desired, 
a water pressure gauge is placed which shows at a 
glance, and at all times, the exact amount of pressure 
that the tank contains, obviating by this means the 
liability to excessive pressure, when not known, and 
consequent injury and damage to the pipes and fix- 
tures, whiclr as a rule are not intended to stand severe 
pressure. Attached to the main supply pipe is a spe- 
cially constructed hydraulic valve, which is so ar- 
ranged that at given pressure, say 40 to 60 pounds, 
operates automatically, conveying the surplus water 
back to the well, and at the same time maintaining 
-a uniform pressure on the tank. This device is espe- 
cially adapted for use where a windmill furnishes the 
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The tank is placed in the basement, or cellar, 
where it is accessible at all times. From it the supply 
pipes carry the water to the various fixtures. The 
water being forced through a check valve from the 
pump into the tank, fills the openings at the bottom of 
the tank, preventing any escape of air, and thus com- 
pressing the air. The pressure thus obtained is suff- 
cient to force the water into any part of the house, 
barn or lawn, with a strong pressure, and will throw 
water from 50 to 80 feet high, according to pressure, 
as well as supplying the ordinary house fixtures with 
hot and cold water.

HARDWARE IN INDIA. 





In the course of an article on the Indian hardware 
market, the “Indian Textile Journal” states that the 
European hardware manufacturer is losing trade in 
India because he will not conform to Indian require- 
ments. There is still a demand for the native saw, 
and the consequence is that imported blades are being 
altered in India in large quantities by Indian smiths. 
There is an opportunity lost. The “Journal” goes on 
to say that a home manufacturer with a little enter-

prise could “beat the native makers to death,” both in 
the matter of quality and price, and he could turn out 
a saw which would be absolute perfection from the 
Indian standpoint. But he does not do it because he 
fancies that he saves money by making one production 
do for all markets. This is but one instance, but the 
principle works in a great measure throughout the 
bazaar. 

Take, for example, the native Indian knife. It is a 
bit of cold steel, pure and simple ; an awesome weapon, 
indeed, but still no doubt the older generation of India 
found it serviceable. Now, it is quite conceivable that 
such a bit of steel might make a splendid cutting edge, 
notwithstanding the fact that it is crude in appear- 
ance. The table knives that are sent out to India for 
use by the poorer classes are cheap, and yet they pos- 
sess the appearance of the first-class Sheffield knife. 
How can one expect to find the blade serviceable? 
Now, suppose a manufacturer took it into his head to 
send a plain steel blade made after the native pattern— 
not necessarily so crude, it might be sheathed or put 
in some simple handle—it seems extremely probable 
that by so doing he could supply a much better quality 
of knife for the same money. 

Further on the article states that what the home 
manufacturer desirous of opening business with India 
should do first of all is to come out to India himself, 
if he can afford the expense and the time, or appoint 
some trusted and capable representative to do the 
business for him. While in India he should study 
carefully the Indian requirements, and he should then 
go back determined to carry them out. If he does 
that he is bound to be successful, for there is room 
enough to spare for further development in trade.—

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WESTERN DEVELOPMENT. 





Luis Jackson, industrial commissioner of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul R. R., makes some strong 
predictions regarding the manufacturing future of the 
middle west. For example, he declares that the Mo- 
line-Rock Island-Davenport district will soon have a 
population of 250,000, and that ultimately the Chicago- 
Milwaukee district will rival Pittsburg as a manufac- 
turing center. 

The development in recent years in the manufactur- 
ing interests in the territory west from Chicago to the 
Mississippi River and from Minneapolis on the north 
to St. Louis and the south has been, according to Mr. 
Jackson, sufficiently phenomenal to warrant his rosy 
prophecies. 

Among other things Mr. Jackson says: “A new 
manufacturing center is springing up west of Chicago 
on the Mississippi river, which promises to jump from 
a population of 100,000 to 250,000 within a few years, 
and which has the markets of Omaha, St. Paul, St. 
Louis and Chicago within easy reach. This is the 
Moline-Rock Island-Davenport district. It has coal at 
hand. Moline has long been the world’s plow center. 
and now the district bids fair to become one of the 
world’s largest buggy, carriage and wagon manufac- 
turing centers. Kansas City is another town that will 
command the trade of the further Southwest. The 
city has a great variety of small manufacturing plants 
that are growing year by year and are being rapidly 
added to. Milwaukee is pushing along phenomenally 
in manufacturing, and now takes rank as the second 
machinery mariufacturing center in the West. It has 
lately secured a new coke manufacturing plant, which 
will cost $400,000 and which will put the Chicago and 
Milwatikee manufacturing district ultimately more on 
a parity with Pittsburg. This will be the result be- 


cause this industry will lead to new experimentation, 
development and mastery of the problem of the West 
manufacturing its own coke.”

WORLD’S OUTPUT 


OF GOLD. 





The value of the world’s output of gold last year is 
estimated at £59,000,000, being greater than in the 
previous year, notwithstanding the temporary diminu- 
tion in the supply from South Africa. Of this sum 
Australasia produced 27.2 per cent, the United States 
27.0 per cent, the Transvaal 11.8 per cent, Russia 10 
per cent, Canada 6.5 per cent, India 3.5 per cent, Mex- 
ico 3.2 per cent, Rhodesia 1.2 per cent, China 1.0 per 
cent and other countries 8.6 per cent. In 1898, when 
the Transvaal was the world’s largest producer, its 
share in the world’s output was 27.6 per cent. From 
the present conditions and prospects of the more im- 
portant mines in Africa, Australasia, the United 
States, Canada and other countries, the conclusion 
is arrived at that there are no signs of falling off in

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The theory has been advanced by some that the 
proposed withdrawal of considerable money from cir- 
culation will have the effect to curtail business and 
in consequence reduce prices of pig iron. 

There may be something in this, but those who are 
endeavoring by all possible means to forecast the pig 
iron market for the last half of the present year are 
not able to see how the country can within such a 
short time change conditions now ruling, even though 
such conditions are artificial as claimed by many. 

It is an old saying that “pig iron prices never 
stand;” they are either declining or the reverse. 

It is, therefore, worthy of notice, that in spite of 
slow buying of small lots in this particular territory 
and furnace order books comparatively free for the 
last half of the year, prices have not been forced 
down. 

It is noted also that each week sees some increase 
in buying for extended deliveries. 

Some large buyers in this vicinity have offered to 
purchase large blocks for later deliveries at cut prices 
and the business has been promptly turned down. 

The only indication of possible lower prices later 
on is the acquirement by private interests of their 
own equipment whereby idle furnaces may be put in 
blast and others kept running regularly. 

Actual buying during the last week has been com- 
paratively light, but the inquiry has been considerable 
and the buyers are following the market with interest.

BARS.

That stocks in consumers’ hands are low is evidenced 
by the full specifications that are sent in and the de- 
mand for quick shipments. Local mills are holding 
the price of iron firm on the basis of 1.75c Pittsburg, 
and one local dealer is asking $2 a ton more than this. 
The movement from warehouse stocks is brisk. We 
quote as follows, mill shipments, Chicago delivery: 
Bessemer steel, 1.7614c; angles, less than 3x3, 2.86%c 
base; hoops, in lots of 250 tons and greater, 2.06%c; 
less than this amount, 2.16%4c; iron, 1.90c. Store 
prices are as follows: Steel, 2c to 2.10c; iron, 2.15¢ to 
2.20c; hoops, 2.40c to 2.50c; angles, 2.25¢ rates. 





STRUCTURIAL STEEL. 


Business during the past week has mostly been con- 
fined to small lots, but brisk. Specifications are active, 
consumers sending in full quotas. It is expected that 
figures will be asked shortly on two large office build- 
ings to be erected in this city. We quote mill prices, 
Chicago delivery: Beams and channels, 15 inches and 


under, 1.75¢ to 2c; 18 inches and over, 1.85c to 2.10c;

RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 


The electric railroads are pushing plans for construc- 
tion which causes good demand for light and heavy 
rails. Mills are rapidly filling up, and we note that 
the inquiry for 40,000 tons mentioned last week will 
probably be placed abroad owing to the inability of 
American manufacturers to guarantee satisfactory de- 
liveries. We quote standard sections, $28; light rails, 
45 pounds, $34 to $35; 12 pounds, $40 to $41, with 
regular differentials for intermediate sizes. Track sup- 
plies, mill shipments, are quoted as follows: Angle 
bars, 2c to 2.10c; spikes, first quality, 2.25c (out of 
store, carload lots, 2.35¢ to 2.45c¢ rates) ; second qual- 
ity, 2.15c; track bolts, 342x34 with square nuts, 2.85c 
to 3c per 100 pounds; with hexagon nuts, 3.05c to 
3.15c, with usual differentials for other sizes.
